ſus Chꝛiſt went to becrucified , hee went to 
his ſoueraigne tryumph auer ſinne, death , 
and hell, to the great gloꝛy of his heauenly 
father, and to our ſaluation, aud perfect hap⸗ 
pineſle, and then we wept, and made great 
lamentation: but now on the tontrarp at 
this mans coꝛonation, whence will pꝛoctede 
the great diſhonour of God, and the certaine

power as vou, and by the ſame were able at 
any time to empty Purgatozy , as vou ſup⸗ 
poſe pour ſelfe able to doe , it is fit we beliene 
that among ſo many Popes , ſome one was 
found ſo ful of charity to free al ſoules thence 
fozeuer. The Pope anſwered that he could 
not tell that. But (ſaid the Pzeacher)J know 
this well, that Jeſus Chꝛiſt the Soueraigne 
Pꝛieſt, hath ofhimſelfe infinite charity and 
power; and ſeeing that with his owne pꝛo⸗ 
per blood he hath truely and foꝛ ener purged 
the ſoules of his elect ; what need haue they 
ol any other purgation? wherefoze J know 
not what that power is, whereof yan bzag 
and boaſt ſo much. 


The 9. Apologue, by which is ſhewed the 
great ambition of the Popes Prelates, & the 
meanes they haue to come vnto dignity, 


Dpe Paul the third, being asked ol his 
kinſmen by what meanes hee did aſcend 
to the Papall dignity? anſwered and ſaide, 


wee came vnto it by ſhewing that by wwe. .

but ſhoꝛt, and that we with patience had long 
expected it; by exquiſit pꝛactiſes, by liberall 
pꝛomiſes, by bꝛagging what great friendes 
wee had to terrific the Cardinalls if they did 
not elect vs to be Pope: and finally by ſubtill 
fleights , anda large conſcience. 


The 10. Apologue,by which is in part diſ- 
couered the auarice and ſuperſtition of the 
Prieſts and Monkes. 


A Rich Seigneur of Paris, being very ũcke 
the chiefe ol all the Religious in the ci- 
tie went at ſeuerall times to diſite him, moꝛe 
indede reſpecting the guiftes and rewards 
they hoped foz at his hands, then his ſoules 
ſafety. And the Coꝛdeliers exhoꝛted him to 
tall vpon and put his truſt in S. Francis, the 
lacobins in S. Dominicke: and the other in 
thoſe Saints of whoſe oꝛder they were Poks 
The Pꝛieſt likewiſe erhoꝛted him that hee 
would commend himſelfe into the hands of S. 
Peter, oꝛ of the Saint to whom their Church 
was didicated. The Noble man percetuing 
this diuerſity . cauſed them all to be ſent foz, 
and to beaſſembled into his Chamber, and 
thenſaid thus vnto them. When J a

ſicke , J cauſed all the Phiſttians in the City 
to come vnto mee: and they could not agree a- 
mong themſelues to cine me a medicine, be- 
cauſe that euery one of them, to ſceme moꝛe 
learned then the reſt, repꝛoued all that the o⸗ 
ther would haue ginen mee , e counſelled meg 
to take that which he would ad:niniſter vn⸗ 
to mee. Theretoꝛe calling them togither, 7 
ſaid vnto them, euery one ot you would haue 
me tale the Phiſicke which he hath oꝛdained 
foʒ mee, now if I ſhould take all, they would 
bzing my body into woꝛſe eſtate then it is als 
ready . if not kill mee, and if J ſhould reſolue 
to take but one, I know not which to choſe: 
wherefoze vou ſhall goe into this next cham⸗ 
ber, from whence pou ſhall not come, vntill 
vou doe agree to giue me a medicine appzoued 
of pon all to be the beſt; then the Phiũtians, 
knowing that long faſting would bzing dan⸗ 
ger to their owne bodies, did quickelp con⸗ 
ſent and bꝛought me phyſicke ; aſſuring mes 
that it was farre better, and moꝛe agreable 
to my maladie then any they would befoze 
giuen mee. Now in like manner, vou be⸗ 
come to medicine my ſoule, are different 
among pour ſelues; foz encry one at pou 
doth exhozt me to call vpon ſuch a Saint, and 
A, by * ol my great ſicknes ——_— 
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ty of body, am not able to make pꝛapers per- 
ticulerly toſo many. ZTherefoze gee pou into 
the Phiſitians Chamber, and aſſure your 
ſelues that ye ſhall not come foꝛth thence vn⸗ 
till vou tell mee all with one accoꝛd, to whom 
eſpecially and oncly J ought to commend my 
ſeife fo2 my ſoules ſafety. Then the Pꝛieſts, 
and Ponkes , perteiuing themſelues likely 
to fall into two inconueniences, that they 
muſt either yteld one to another , which they 
would by no meanes doe, oꝛ elſe be opꝛeſſed 
with hunger, which their glutfonous paunch⸗ 
es could not endure, found out a third way ts 
anoid both; which was, that ſceing none of 
them had made mention of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, they 
would exhozt the ſicke man to commend him⸗ 
lelte to him aloane. Which when they had 
bone che noble man demanded of them, whe⸗ 
ther they all iudged it much better foꝛ him to 
commend himſelfe into the hands of Jeſus 
Chzift, then of any ofthe Haints ? and they 
— — _ — +Jf (you _=_ ſo 
perſwaded d yon as 
much at the beginning: Is it poſſible that 
( when pon exhoꝛted mee to tall von your 
Saints) pou ſhould be ſo ignorant, that you 
imew:it not moze expedient faz mee that A 
commended my lelfe wholly and onely to 
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Jeſus Ch:ilf? Get pee hente, get pie hente, 
pon area company of murderers, theenes , 
and wicked fellows, fraughted with auarice, 
lying and hypocriſie : and ſo with great diſ⸗ 
grace, hee commanded them to be thꝛuſt out 
at the dooꝛes.

Here was a Bichop of Denmarke, who 

becauſe he dwelt farre from Rome, and 
that diners occaſtons might happen in his 
Biſhopzick to cauſe him to ſend to the Pops; 
did fo} a thouſand crownes bup the Popes 
whole antho2ity, with this proviſo, that hee 
ſhould vſe the ſame no fartherthen the pꝛe·

Pope, and pꝛoue not onelp by hiſtoꝛies, but 
allo by the holy Scriptures, that S. Peter 
was neuer at Rome, and therefoꝛe could not 
leaue the Popedome to the Wiſhops of Rome, 
which Jeſus Chꝛiſt (if men will belieue it) 
left vnto him: but another anſwered him, 
and ſaid , if they haue no other reaſons, they 
tan neuer bꝛing their enterp2iſe to paſſe, fo:

not that S. Peter was neuer at Rome, but ra-

Then the 
Cerreran ſaid, and aſſured pon that

Afrologer went on a time to Pope 
Paul, and fozetold him that in the peare 
x 5 49- the heauens by reaſon of ſome ma⸗ 
ligne influences , would thzeaton him a very 
grieuous malady, with great danger of death 
and the Pope demanded of ſhim|whether he 
knew any remedy? Yes (ſaid the Aſtrologer)

Germans will take away my life, and by 
that meanes J ſhal be delivered from all ma- 
ladies: but tell me, may not J auoyd the dan- 
ger, if J continue fill at Rome? there is but 
one way (ſaid the Aſtrologer) which is 
(ſeeing you haue the Keyes of Yeauen) 
that you kepe them falt ſhut all that yeare, 
ſo that the influences may not deſcend vp⸗ 
on you.

Te Spaniſh Inquiſttoꝛs (oz rather In⸗ 
quinatoꝛs and defilers of the faith) being 
deſirous to extoꝛzt and violently take away 
the goods of x ſimyte (but rich Countriman, 
cited him to appeare befoꝛe them with an in⸗ 
tent ſabtilly to examine him in all the Arti⸗ 
cles of faith; hoping, that being hee was a 
ſimple and ignoꝛant fellow, altoxetyer void 
of learning, they might eaſily intangle him 
in ſo;ne of his ſpeeches ſo put him to death 
as an hereticke , and lay hands on his goods. 
Wall the Cantryman at the day appointed

his mouth, as Judas kiffed Jefus Chziff; 
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lower , and thereſoze they did kiſſe his knee: 
at length when hee was aſcended aboue ths 
Emperours , they began to kiſſe his foote 
(as they doe at this day) becanſe it was the 
loweff and baſeft member of man: but as 
pet they kille the vpper part , and not the ſole 
of the foote , but now ſeeing that the Pope 
is exaulted not enely abone the Emperour, 
but alſo aboue Jeſus Chzift himſelfe, I think 
it fit that the Crofſe which hee hath hereto- 
foꝛs wozneon the upper part of his ſhove, be 
hereafter placed on the ſole thereof; and that 
all hencefozth who will doe renerence to the 
Pope, euen to the Emperour himſelfe , bee 
compelled to kiſſe the bottome of his foote;
